ROMAN  IMPERIAL  COINS

Perhaps  one  of  the  main  reasons 
Roman  coins  are  not  as  popular  to 
numismatists  as  other  areas  of  col¬ 
lecting  is  that  inscriptions  on  the 
coins  are  harder  to  decipher.  This 
situation  is  further  complicated  by 
the  abbreviation  of  a  word  or  phrase 
to  one  or  a  few  letters.  This  article 
will  deal,  in  a  limited  scope,  with 
the  most  common  inscriptions  found 
on  Roman  Imperial  coins  and  some 
background  on  their  meaning. 

I  will  concentrate  mainly  an  the 
major  titles  and  phrases  on  the  coins 
and  will  not  attempt  to  list  all  the 
names  of  the  emperors  since  it  would 
be  rather  lengthy.  Some  of  the  em¬ 
perors  changed  their  names  several 
times,  taking  on  titles  and  other 
emperor's  names  to  establish  a  legal 
link  to  the  throne.  There  are  several 
books  which  have  a  complete  list 
of  the  emperor’s  names  and  how 
they  appear  on  the  coins.  One  of  the 
best  is  Roman  Coins  and  Their 
Values  by  David  R.  Sears.  This  book 
is  sometimes  called  the  “Red  Book" 
for  collectors  of  ancient  coins. 

The  most  common  inscription  on 
Roman  Imperial  coins  is  AVG., 
sometimes  spelled  out  completely 
AVGVSTVS  Augustus  was  probably 
•  he  most  important  man  in  ancient 
Roman  history.  This  man  propelled 
the  Roman  State  from  the  Republic, 
before  27  B  C.,  to  the  empire  Au¬ 
gustus,  after  his  great  victory  over 
Mark  Anthony  and  Cleopatra,  trans¬ 
formed  the  Roman  constitution  from 
one  o  a  primarily  Senate  controlled 
type  to  one  of  a  Principate  controlled 

Before  Augustus  died,  (he  was 
childless),  he  adopted  one  of  his 


most  trusted  friends  and  gave  him 
the  family  name.  This  was  done  to 
establish  him  as  his  successor.  Al¬ 
though  his  adopted  son  died  before 
he  did  and  the  process  had  to  be 
repeated,  he  set  a  precedent  that 
the  reigning  emperor  would  designate 
his  chosen  successor  by  adopting  him 
In  many  cases  of  course,  the  em¬ 
peror’s  real  son  would  be  chosen. 
This  process  evolved  over  the  years 
until  the  name  Augustus  finally  came 
to  mean  the  “emperor"  and  was  a 
title  assumer  when  a  new  man  came 
to  power. 

The  same  situation  occurred  with 
the  name  Caesar,  abreviated  CAES 
or  spelled  out  CAESAR.  Of  course, 
almost  everyone  knows  about  Julius 
Caesar  either  historically  or  in  fic¬ 
tion  Julius  Caesar,  who  ruled  Rome 
until  his  assassination  on  the  Ides 
of  March  in  44  BC„  adopted  his 
grand  nephew  Octavius,  and  gave 
him  the  name  Gauis  Julius  Caesar 
Octavius,  later  became  known  as 
Augustus  The  name  Caesar  along 
with  Augustus  was  given  to  the  suc¬ 
cessor  at  first  to  form  a  legal  link 
and  finally  after  many  years  as  a 
title  The  title  Caesar  indicated  the 
designated  man  to  be  the  next  em¬ 
peror  on  the  death  of  the  reigning 
emperor. 

The  inscription  IMP  stands  for 
■mperator.  Originally  in  the  Roman 
Republican  times,  the  title  was  meant 
to  honor  a  general  for  a  great  vic¬ 
tory.  In  the  Imperial  period  the  em¬ 
peror  received  the  title  whether  or 
not  he  actually  participated  in  the 
planning  or  fighting  of  a  war.  This 
title  was  jealously  guarded  by  the 
emperor  and  if  any  genreal  allowed 
himself  to  be  proclaimed  imperator, 
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civil  war  was  not  far  behind. 

Consul,  COS  on  coins,  was  an  of¬ 
fice  filled  by  two  men,  each  ap¬ 
pointed  for  a  period  of  from  two 
months  to  one  year  depending  on 
what  period  of  Roman  history  you 
are  studying.  In  Republican  times 
these  two  consuls  had  power  over 
almost  the  entire  administration  of 
the  Roman  State.  Their  power  grew 
less  during  the  late  Republic  and 
was  extremely  limited  in  Imperial 
times  due  to  the  growth  of  civil  ser¬ 
vice  under  the  control  of  the  em¬ 
peror.  Many  emperors  periodically 
took  the  title  of  Consul. 

“P.M.”  stands  for  Pontifex  Maxi¬ 
mus.  This  was  the  office  of  the  high 
priest  of  the  gods.  His  responsibility 
was  the  regulation  and  preservation 
of  the  State  religion.  In  Imperial 
times  the  emperor  held  this  position. 
The  advantages  of  holding  this  office 
were  many,  but  the  main  reason  was 
to  be  able  to  control  the  priests. 
Many  a  king  and  empire  had  been 
undermined  by  the  priests. 

“P.P.”  (Pater  Patriae)  was  a  title 
of  respect  which  was  given  to  im¬ 
portant  men  for  service  to  the  Roman 
State.  The  title  essentially  means 
“father  of  his  country.”  The  title 
was  conferred  to  most  emperors,  but 
many  allowed  it  to  be  given  only 
after  reigning  a  number  of  years. 

“S.C.”  (Senatls  Consul  turn)  means 
a  decree  of  the  Senate  of  Rome.  Coin¬ 
age  in  the  Roman  Republic  was  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Senate.  The  Senate 
would  designate  certain  individual' 
as  coiners.  The  coiner  would  then 
design  and  execute  the  money.  In 
the  late  Republican  period,  coins  be¬ 
gan  to  be  issued  by  important  gen¬ 
erals  under  their  own  authority.  The 
striking  of  the  general’s  own  coin' 
had  two  purposes — one,  as  a  means 
to  pay  their  soldiers  and  the  other, 
to  establish  themselves  as  a  power 
outside  the  Roman  Senate.  After 
many  years  of  civil  war  and  after 


■'U'tus  had  extensively  modified 
;he  Roman  constitution,  all  gold  and 
'!,ver  coins  were  controlled  by  the 
emperor.  The  Senate  had  control  over 
only  the  bronze  coins,  such  as  the 
'estertius  and  the  dupondius.  Tho 
inscription  S.C.  usually  appears  on 
all  the  bronze  coinage  of  the  ear’1 
empire. 

“TR  P.”  (Tribunicia  Potestas)  wa' 
a  very  powerful  office  in  the  Roman 
Republic.  It  was  originallv  set  un 
to  protect  the  rights  of  the  lower 
c'n".  As  time  went  on  however,  th« 
office  was  used  by  very  powerful 
m°n  to  their  own  advantage.  Thir 
office  along  with  the  others  was  tak 
en  by  the  emperors  as  their  own 
The  office  was  renewed  each  year 
on  the  same  day  and  consequently 
is  an  excellent  way  to  date  Imperial 
coins. 

“CENSOR”  was  a  post  consisting 
of  two  magistrates.  These  two  mag¬ 
istrates  were  elected  each  year  by 
popular  vote.  The  two  maior  resnoo- 
sibilities  of  the  office  was  to  register 
citizens  and  their  prooertv.  and  to 
take  care  of  public  buildings  and 
roads.  Another  duty  was  to  eensur» 
and  punish  evil  and  indecent  man¬ 
ners.  These  duties  gave  rise  to  the 
dual  meaning  of  the  word  “censor” 
in  our  present  language.  The  power 
to  legislate  morals  was  given  to  al¬ 
most  everv  emperor.  One  emperor 
declared  himself  Censor  for  life  and 
svstomatioally  started  eliminating  his 
enemies  by  charging  them  with  some 
■mmoral  act,  usually  false,  and  con¬ 
fiscating  their  estates.  This  practice 
finally  lead  to  his  assassination. 

The  next  few  inscriptions  are  all 
names  given  to  some  emperors  due 
to  a  great  victory  over  Rome’s  en¬ 
emies,  such  as — “Germ.”  Germani- 
cus;  “PART.”  Parthicus;  “BRIT.” 
Britianicus;  and  “AREM.”  Armen- 
icus.

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LATIN  AMERICAN  NUMISMATICS

San  Martin  and  O'Higgins 


This  month  we 
continue  the  series 
of  articles  on  per¬ 
sonalities  who  are 
honored  on  recent 
coins  in  South 
America  by  exam¬ 
ining  the  lives  of 
Jose  de  San  Mar¬ 
tin  and  Bernardo 
O’Higgins. 

The  Argentine 
Patriot  Jose  de 
San  Martin,  who  took  the  title  El 
Protector  (the  protector),  was  bom 
in  1778  at  Yapeyl,  a  smali  Jesuit 
village  on  the  northern  frontier  of 
Argentina.  The  early  life  of  San 
Martin  was  similar  to  that  of  Simon 
Bolivar.  San  Martin  was  the  son  of 
a  Spanish  officer  who  was  rich  enough 
to  send  young  San  Martin  to  an 
academy  in  Spain  where  he  received 
good  military  training.  Despite  this 
training,  El  Protector  always  deplor¬ 
ed  unnecessary  killing  and  mob  ac¬ 
tion.  He  was  noted  for  being  quiet 
and  tended  to  avoid  social  life,  but 
was  extremely  courteous  when  nec¬ 
essary.  Later  in  his  career  he  de¬ 
veloped  a  high  devotion  to  duty  al¬ 
most  disregarding  his  health  to  do 
his  job. 

Jose  de  San  Martin  had  served 
with  the  Spanish  Army  and  Navy 
since  1789  and  had  already  establish¬ 
ed  a  record  of  outstanding  military 
achievement  before  joining  the  in¬ 
surgents’  cause.  Avoiding  politics, 
San  Martin  believed  the  best  way 
to  free  South  America  was  to  drive 


the  Spanish  out  of  Peru,  their  strong¬ 
hold.  His  plan  was  to  prepare  a  well- 
drilled,  well-equipped  army  which  he 
would  lead  into  Chile,  and  using  that 
country  as  a  base,  strike  Peru  from 
the  sea.  He  assembled  this  force 
from  1814-1816,  creating  a  capable 
army  which  attracted  many  patriots. 
These  hand-picked  troops  which  were 
trained  in  a  military  school  San  Mar¬ 
tin  founded  were  called  the  “Army 
of  Liberation.” 

Despite  regional  loyalties  and  petty 
nationalism  San  Martin  was  able  to 
unite  his  force  with  patriots  from 
other  parts  of  South  America,  in¬ 
cluding  a  large  number  of  reinforce¬ 
ments  from  Bernardo  O’Higgins.  With 
a  well  supplied  army  which  num¬ 
bered  3,200  men,  San  Martin  began 
his  famous  crossing  of  the  Andes 
Mountains  on  January  17,  1817.  Al¬ 
though  about  one  half  of  the  supplies 
and  livestock  were  lost  in  the  cross¬ 
ing,  the  army  was  able  to  surprise 
the  Spanish  and  insure  the  eventual 
independence  of  Chile  by  the  decisive 
victory  at  Chacabuco  on  February 
12,  1817.  Chile  was  declared  inde¬ 
pendent  on  February  12,  1818  and 
San  Martin  returned  to  Argentina  to 
try  to  raise  money  for  the  Army  of 
Liberation.  He  and  the  army  were 
recalled  to  Argentina  but  the  patriot 
resigned  from  the  Argentina  Army 
and  joined  the  army  of  Chile. 

A  navy  was  assembled  in  Chile 
and  through  a  propaganda  program 
San  Martin  encouraged  the  natives 
of  Peru  to  revolt.  The  navy  and 
army  arrived  in  Peru  in  1821  and

was  able  to  secure  most  of  the  coast¬ 
al  areas  of  Peru  and  Lima  without  a 
struggle.  The  responsibility  of  free¬ 
ing  Peru  was  given  to  Simon  Bolivar 
Bolivar  and  Martin  had  met  in 
Guayaquil  in  a  secret  meeting  which 
resulted  in  San  Martin  resigning  his 
commission.  He  returned  to  Chile  and 
later  Argentina.  Neither  country 
welcomed  him  and  he  was  consid¬ 
ered  a  waster  of  public  funds  and 
his  carrying  on  the  struggle  for  South 
American  Independence  outside  of 
these  two  countries  was  also  ques¬ 
tioned.  He  retired  in  Paris  on  a  small 
pension.  Only  after  his  death  in 
1850  did  the  nations  of  South  America 
honor  him  as  the  patriot  and  liberator 
he  was. 

Jose  de  San  Martin  was  honored 
on  a  series  of  fractional  coinage 
issued  during  the  1950’s.  These  issues 
include  5,  10,  20  and  50  centavos 
coins  which  feature  the  bust  of  San 
Martin  on  the  obverse  with  the  value, 
date  and  legend  on  the  reverse. 
These  issues  were  struck  in  nickel- 
clad  steel. 

Bernardo  O’Higgins  was  a  creole 
patriot  who  played  a  major  role  in 
the  forming  of  the  Army  of  Libera¬ 
tion  of  San  Martin  which  freed  Chile. 
After  republican  forces  secured  con¬ 
trol  of  Chile,  he  was  named  the 
first  president  of  the  republic  and 
declared  the  independence  of  Chile 
at  Talca  on  January  2,  1818.  Inde¬ 
pendence  of  the  republic  became  a 
reality  with  the  defeat  of  the  Spanish 
at  Maipo  on  April  5,  1818.  O’Higgins 
then  helped  in  the  assembling  of  the 
fleet  used  to  carry  the  troops  and 
supplies  of  the  Army  of  Liberation 
to  Peru. 

With  independence  secured,  O’Hig¬ 
gins  was  made  supreme  director  of 
Chile  and  was  given  dictatorial  pow¬ 
ers.  From  the  beginning  of  his  rule 
he  faced  some  internal  dissention 
and  revolt.  He  attempted  to  organize 
the  country  and  promoted  education. 


O’Higgins  soon  began  to  lose  popu 
larity.  Public  presssure  forced  him 
to  call  a  constituent  assembly.  This 
assembly  drafted  a  constitution  in 
1822  which  granted  board  executive 
powers  to  O’Higgins  for  ten  years. 
After  several  uprisings,  he  resigned 
and  transferred  authority  to  a  junta 
on  January  28,  1823.  He  left  Chile 
and  lived  in  Peru  until  his  death 
in  1842. 

Bernardo  O’Higgins  is  featured  on 
several  coins  which  have  been  issued 
in  Chile.  He  was  honored  on  20  cen¬ 
tavos  copper  coins  struck  from  1942 
to  1953  and  a  copper  50  centavos  coin 
struck  in  1942.  Copper  one  peso  coins 
issued  from  1942  to  1954  and  alum¬ 
inum  one  peso  coins  issued  from 
1954  to  1958  and  10  centesimos  coins 
struck  in  1971  also  feature  the  patriot. 
A  .900  fine  gold  coin  with  the  value 
of  50  pesos  was  struck  in  1968  wit1- 
the  image  of  O’Higgins.  Bernardo 
O’Higgins  is  also  featured  on  a  200 
peso  gold  coin  struck  in  1968  to  honor 
the  150th  anniversary  of  the  crossing 
of  the  Andes  by  the  Army  of  Lib- 
erartion.

COLLECTIBLE

The  Belise  1974  $5.00  coin.  Fig.  1 
and  2,  and  the  related  series  include 
characteristics  which  raise  an  inter¬ 
esting  question. 

Close  observation  of  the  ship  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  coat  of  arms,  Fig.  3, 
discloses  an  unusual  vessel.  At  first 
glance  she  appears  to  be  a  four- 
masted  sailing  vessel.  Actually,  there 
are  three  masts  on  the  ship,  the 
fourth  mast  is  incomplete  and  adrift 
abaft  the  stem!  It  appears  the  rig¬ 
ging  of  a  4-master,  and  a  hull  too 
short  to  accommodate  all  four  masts, 
were  selected  to  comprise  the  ship 
design. 

Another  unusual  detail,  probably 
not  immediately  apparent  to  non¬ 
sailors,  is  the  set  of  the  after  main 
sail.  Experienced  collectors  of  coins 
with  ships  would  probably  recognize 
the  fallacy  of  this  situation. 

To  understand  what  is  wrong  it  is 
necessary  to  determine  the  apparent 
direction  of  the  wind.  This  can  be 
done  by  observing  the  streaming  of 
the  flags  and  pennants.  They  show 
the  wind  to  be  from  astern,  specif¬ 
ically  the  starboard  quarter.  Now 
with  this  in  mind,  look  at  the  sails 
and  disregard  the  unattached  mast. 
All  sails  are  rigged  on  the  forward 
sides  of  the  masts  and  billowed  for¬ 
ward,  except  the  after  main  sail. 
The  plain  of  this  sail  is  oriented 
approximately  parallel  to  the  indi¬ 
cated  wind  direction  and  it  is  mys¬ 
teriously  rigged  on  the  after  side 
of  the  after  mast. 

Old  sailors  who  sailed  around  “The 
Horn,”  relate  tales  about  the  danger¬ 
ous  swirling  and  changeable  winds 
in  the  Strait  of  Magellan,  and  how 
they  challenged  the  ingenuity  and 
perserverance  of  even  the  most  cap-

FACTORS  PLAY 
IN  EXCHANGE 

By  The  Late 

BRAD  MILLS 

New  collectors  are  frequently  puz¬ 
zled  over  rather  wide  variations  In 
coin  prices  that  apparently  relate  to 
items  of  similar  quality.  However, 
various  unrecognized  disparities  may 
be  present  in  these  value  spreads, 
but  not  always. 

Such  factors  are  grading  (quality), 
nature  of  transaction  and  tempera¬ 
ment  of  the  seller  may  radically  In¬ 
fluence  the  sale.  Price  catalogs  also 
vary  considerably,  while  market  de¬ 
mand  fluctuates  from  any  previously 
listed  yearly  price  guides.  Lack  of 
knowledge  in  grading  among  begin¬ 
ners  may  easily  create  an  impasse 
between  seller  and  buyer. 

Of  course,  this  stumbling  block  re¬ 
lates  to  condition  of  the  coins,  a  sub¬ 
ject  that  has  been  discussed  in  this 
column  several  times.  Frequently 
both  the  buyer  and  seller  are  preju¬ 
diced  in  transactions  that  involve 
pride  in  ownership  on  one  hand  and 
a  tendency  to  bargain-hunt  on  the 
other.  The  whole  matter  may  be¬ 
come  a  “horse  trading”  exchange, 
and  especially  so  where  both  parties 
are  sparring  for  advantage. 

Several  extremes  exist  in  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  a  coin  collected  from  one 
owner  to  another.  The  seller  may 
have  inherited  the  windfall,  obtained  a 
coin  catalog  and  placed  his  own  value 
on  the  lot.  Another  type  of  seller 
may  be  one  who  is  old  and  retiring 
from  coins  as  a  hobby.  The  latter 
person  should  be  familiar  with 
values,  while  also  being  an  experi¬ 
enced  trader.  Generally  it  is  easier 
to  buy  coins  from  a  knowledgeable 
person  than  from  one  who  has  given 


himself  a  quick  education  from  a  few 
catalogs. 

This  column  has  frequently  dis¬ 
cussed  the  accumulator  who  merely 
throws  aside  any  coins  of  a  certain 
type  or  denomination.  This  practice 
is  not  a  bad  habit  in  any  sense  of 
the  word,  but  an  almost  instant  pre¬ 
mium  should  not  be  expected  on  re¬ 
cent  pennies,  nickels  and  dimes  put 
away  as  having  a  potential  for  the 
future.  Coin  catalogs  may  reflect  an 
extra  value  in  some  cases,  where 
little  or  no  premium  really  exists. 
The  premiums  usually  apply  to  un¬ 
circulated  coins,  not  those  simply 
plucked  out  of  circulation.  This  rea¬ 
soning  particularly  applies  to  ordi¬ 
nary  Lincoln  cents. 

The  pre-1964,  90  per  cent  silver 
U.S.  coins  are  an  exception  to  the 
general  rule,  since  they  all  carry  a 
distinct  premium  above  face  value. 
Many  other  coins  issued  after  1940 
also  are  valuable  in  the  other  de¬ 
nominations,  but  they  have  largely 
disappeared  from  circulation.  Among 
this  group  would  be  the  1950-D  nickel, 
1955-D  quarter  and  the  silver  alloy 
nickels  in  the  better  grades. 
DEBASEMENT:  COIN  DREAD 

The  U.S.  Treasury  is  constantly 
bombarded  with  suggestions  from 
collectors  who  want  special  coin 
issues,  changes  in  metallic  compo¬ 
sition,  improved  distribution  through 
the  Federal  Reserve,  and  elimination 
of  “short”  issues  that  automatically 
create  rarities  almost  at  once.  De¬ 
basement  Is  the  dread  of  all  collec¬ 
tors  and  speculators  alike,  unless 
such  a  cheapening  process  works  to 
their  advantage!  Washington  officials 
are  told  from  various  public  points 
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of  view  just  what  our  coins  should 
be  minted  from,  but  they  do  not 
always  listen.  The  clad  coins  first 
minted  in  1965  were  strongly  opposed 
by  nearly  all  hobbyists,  yet  they 
finally  gained  a  nominal  acceptance 
by  necessity. 

Many  puritanical  collectors  are 
asking  for  a  return  to  silver  coinage, 
even  if  such  coins  should  have  to 
be  in  $5  and  $10  denominations.  Ob¬ 
viously  silver  coins  would  stay  in 
circulation  only  if  the  face  value 
should  be  much  higher  than  bullion 
value.  Such  a  possibiliy— remote  as 
it  is— would  save  the  $io  silver  coin 
the  size  of  our  old  silver  dollar,  and 
tlie  $5  coin  the  size  of  our  50c  piece. 
The  chance  for  a  renewal  of  silver 
coin  issuance  is  less  than  one  in  a 
thousand,  and  the  idea  at  this  time 
is  hardly  worth  discussing.  Sliver  has 
joined  the  select  class  of  metals. 

Gold  enthusiasts  who  have  hoped 
for  a  resumption  of  coinage  in  this 
metal  certainly  are  in  a  tight  spot 
and  their  pleas  are  falling  on  deaf 
ears.  With  the  old  $20  gold  piece 
now  selling  at  a  high  price  on  the 
open  market,  it  is  evident  that  a  new 
$20  gold  coin  could  not  be  any  bigger 
than  a  dime  to  escape  hoarding. 

Numerous  suggestions  to  the  Treas¬ 
ury  are  useful  and  basic,  and  some 
have  even  been  adopted  in  the  past. 
Less  than  20  years  ago  a  prominent 
collector  started  a  movement  to  have 
the  motto,  “In  God  We  Trust,”  plac¬ 
ed  on  our  paper  money.  The  motto 
new  appears  on  all  of  our  currency. 

On  the  other  hand.  Congressional 
pressure  or  “pork  barreling”  has 
influenced  the  Treasury  in  an  oppo¬ 
site  manner.  The  public  did  not  real- 
lv  want  or  need  most  of  the  silver 
dollars  minted  from  1878  until  1935, 
hut  the  silver  interests  did.  Gold 
coins  were  heavily  minted  until  1933, 
yet  prior  to  that  date  very  few 
citizens  bothered  to  have  gold  pieces 


around  the  house.  Most  of  our  gold 
coinage  between  1880  and  1933  re¬ 
sulted  from  the  conversion  of  bullion 
into  gold  pieces  not  used  in  day-to- 
day  transactions.

in  the  military.  CONCORDIA.  MILIT. 
meant  in  harmony  or  union  with  the 
military.  These  phrases  were  used 
cn  the  reverse  of  many  emperor’s 
coins.  They  were  used  mainly  at 
troubled  times  when  the  support  of 
the  military  was  a  matter  of  life  or 
death  for  the  emperor.  Many  times 
the  military  dictated  who  would  be 
the  next  emperor.  Especially  after 
the  early  3rd  century  onward. 

LEG.  I,  II,  III,  etc.  stood  for  a 
certain  Roman  legion.  This  device, 
like  the  preceding  inscriptions,  was 
popular  in  troubled  times.  It  was  a 
propaganda  type  inscription  to  flatter 
certain  Roman  legions  and  enlist 
their  support  for  an  emperor  or 
would-be  emperor.  Many  times  a 
legion  would  be  honored  on  a  coin 
for  a  man  they  did  not  even  support 
in  hopes  of  swinging  them  to  his 
side. 

This  short  list  I  hope  will  be  of 
use  for  identifying  certain  basic 
inscriptions  found  on  Roman  Imperial 
coins.

Billon  is  a  silver-copper  alloy  con¬ 
taining  less  than  50  per  cent  silver. 
Sometimes  it  is  extended  to  cover 
subsidiary  coinage  in  nickel,  alum¬ 
inum,  etc.

Black  money  is  a  term  referred 
to  as  coins  of  very  low  quality  billon, 
containing  less  than  10  per  cent  silver 
and  dark  brown  or  black  in  color.

able  sailing  crews.  Even  the  tallest 
tales  encountered  did  not  include  the 
setting  of  sails  for  winds  from  two 
directions  simultaneously. 

Finally,  there  are  those  main  stays' 
The  lower  one  has  no  logical  termi¬ 
nation  point  indicated.  The  upper  one 
conceivably  could  connect  to  the  after 
mast,  midway  between  the  upper 
deck  and  the  top  after  mast.  This  is 
an  impractical  point  for  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  a  main  stay. 

One  could  truthfully  conclude  that 
quality  and  accuracy  are  not  out¬ 
standing  attributes  of  the  ship  design. 
It  does  not  seem  likely  an  engraver 
would  produce  such  a  design.  Per¬ 
haps  it  is  a  composite  resulting  from 
a  combination  of  available  but  in¬ 
congruous  dies.  Perhaps  the  source 
of  the  design  would  shed  some  light 
on  the  matter. 

Does  the  “mint  error”  appellation 
include  “design  error?”  If  so,  the 
coins  of  this  series  should  qualify 
for  the  field  of  error  collecting.

How  it  was  and  how  it  is,  is  the 
theme  of  “Living  1776-1976,”.  the 
newest  exhibit  to  open  at  the  Old 
Mint  Museum  in  San  Francisco,

Abraham  Lincoln  and  a  signed  copy 
of  the  Emancipation  Proclamation.
